hit the pill around the park, but Newark and the Grays are 
better than the average and have six men to do that job. For 
the Grays it is Whatley .298, Bankhead .310, Vic Harris .34, 
Gibson .420, Leonard .398 and Easterling .õ0l, or an average 
of .588, This is hitting power that many major league clubs 
can use. Abe Manley's Newark Hagles' sextette consists of 
Benson .297, Irvin edoa, Wells .298, Stone .340, Dandridge 
»0c6 and Pearson .314, averaging .314. The rest of the order 


is dangerous, but the heavy power is found in the top six. 


The difference attests the teams lies between Josh Gibson and 


Buck Leonard--two of the greatest players ever developed. Both 
can hit, field and run bases. Thye can think, are invinvible 
on defense and their offensive attack is featured by a de- 
molishing spirit, execution of slashing plays--the stuff which 
distuinguishes the great from the ordinary. 

Gibson has been playing on foreign soil for two years but 
returns with a trophy presented by Porto Rican officials for 
highest batting average and being the most valuable player in 
the winter league. Gibson hit .436 in 44 games and clouted 

in 15 home runs, It is significant that this ace receiver
